knowing before he went to bed that the 
murder had bsen committed. The con- 
fession looks sensational, but may be true. 


J©"PresideDt Johnson on Monday trans- 


mitted to Congress a message covering 
interesting correspondence between Secre- 
tary Seward, and M. de L'Huye, the French 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, relative to 
the situation ot affairs in Mexico. 
Secre- 


tary Seward informs France that the pro- 
ceedings which were adopted by a clas§ of 
Mexicans for subverting the .Republican 
form of Government, and for availing them- 
selves of French intervention to establish 
on its rums an Imperial monarch, are re- 
garded by the United States as having 
been taken without the authority, and car- 
ried out against the will aud opinions oi 
the Mexican people; that France, in sup- 
porting that Government, is not carrying 
out the objects averted by Napoleon when 
the expedition to that country was set on 
loot; aod that Maximilian's Government 
could not now be maintained, except by 
the armed support of France. 
The United 


States have not as yet seen any evidence 
that the Mexican people are satisfied with 
the present monarchical Government, and 
being of the opinion that such au accep- 
tance could not lawfully be procured Ln the 
presence of the French army of invasion, 
they deem the withdrawal of the French 
troops necessary to allow such a proceeding 
to be taken by the people of Mexico. 
Mr. 


Seward goes on to state that the American 
Government; and people recognize only the 
ancient Republic of Mexico, and they con- 
sider the maintenance of European atmies 
and a European Prince in Mexico as a 
source of danger not only to the United 
States, but to the independent ;and repub- 
lican States founded on this continent. He 
asserts, as the position of this Government, 
that "republican and domestic institutions 
on this continent are deemed most conge- 
nial with and rnjst beaeficial to the United 
States. 
\Vhere the people oi' any country, 


like Brazil now, or Mexico ia 1822, have 
voluntarily established or acquiesced in 
monarchical 
iustitutions 
of 
their own 


choice, free from all fbreigu control or in- 
tervention, the United States danot refuse 
to maintain relations with such Govern- 
ments, or seek through propagandise, by 
force or intrigue, to overthrow those insti- 
tutions. 
On the contrary, where a nation 


has established institutions, republican and 
domestic, similar to our own, the United 
States assert, in their behalf, that no foreign 
nation can rightfully intervene by force to 
subvert republican institutions and establish • 
those of antagonistic character." 
While 


admitting that Mexico has long been the 
theatre of faction and ol intestine war, the 
Secretary of State says it is not consistent 
with the disposition of the United States 
to the people of that country to chide them 
with their past calamities, or approve of 
tbe iufliction of punishment upon them by 
strangers for their political errors. 
He as- 


serts that no foreign State can rightly in- 
terfere on the ground of a desire to correct 
tbe errors of the Mexicans and deprive 
them of their ri.sbt to freedom ; and informs 
M. Prouyn de L'Huys that "we shall be 
gratified when the Emperor shall gire to 
us definite information of the lime when 
French military operations may be expected 
to cease in Mexico."
